Honolulu, March 9.— If tho friends of 
annexation were elated on tho receipt of tho 
newB brought by the Bteamships China and 
Australia ou February 20 and. 22, they 
were correspondingly depressed when tho 
Helgie put into Honolulu, March 2, and it 
was found that the treaty consummated by 
Secretary Foster and tho Hawaiian com- 
missioners had not reached a vote in tho 
U. S. Senate. With tho exception of Min 
ister Stevens and a few other Americans, no 
ono had expected the treaty to ho advanced 
so speedily. Iu fact, it was known that 
certain of the commissioners had 
arranged their business affairs here 
with a viow to being ubsent at 
least six months, and the fact that bo im- 
portant n measure had been prepared with- 
in a few days led to tho belief that the 
United Slates had formed a serious opinion 
as to tho gravity of the situation, and were 
desirous of applying remedial agencies to 
tho difficulties of tho Provisional Govern- 
ment. The disappointment of the Ameri- 
can party in tho islands was a source of 
much gratification to tho Rjyalists, and it 
was not long before assertions were boldly 
made that the treaty would never pass tho 
Senate ; that annexation was un impossibil- 
ity, aud the Democratic majority which was 
to enter the halls of Congress on March 4, 
would carry out the so-called American 
policy of opposition to tho acquiring of 
fereign territory, and would recognize the 
autonomy of Hawaii, at least to tho extent 
of agreeing to tho accession of Kaiulani, tho 
heir apparent, backed possibly by an 
American protectorate. 

The published letter cf Secretary Foster 
to U. S. Minister Stevens, from their point 
of viow, sustained tho adherents of monnr- 
chial rulo in their belief that the 
course of Mr. Stevens and Captain 
Wiltso, of the cruiser Boston, was not 
countenanced by tho Washington Govern- 
ment. It was recently pointed out to thorn 
that the flag of the United States had not 
been hauled down from its place over tho 
Government building, as would have fol- 
lowed the official disavowal of tho tempor- 
ary protectorate, aud furthermore that 
Minister Stevens himself preaervod a cheer- 
fulness that could hurdly be expected in tho 
face of a rebuff from his Government. 

Minister Stevens, when aeon by the 
United PrcES correspond nt, expressed him- 
self as perfectly satisfied with the contents 
of Secretary Foster's lotter. " You will 
frequently find," he said, " that a judgo in 
rendering a decision sums up his pointa in 
such a way that two-thirds of his listeners 
will say that ho will give judgment in favor 
of the opposite party, yet thu logical conclu- 
sion of tho decision may not be in accord- 
ance with these opinions. So with 
Mr. Foster's letter, which I am 
satisfied was prepared with care, and which, 
to uso my simile, I think, gives mo the 
case." Mr. Stevens thought the situation 
had undergone no change. It was possiblo 
that a vote on tho treaty woula have been 
reached before tho close of President Harri- 
son's administration; but ho hardly thought 
likely. Tho Sonate might continue its ses- 
sions beyond the expiration of Congress or a 
special session might bo called. Ho 
did not think that the newspapers 
which had been received, indicated that any 
party lines had been drawn on tho sub- 
ject and reviewed the public utterances of 
many of tho leading men of both parties to 
support his view that they were in accord 
on this matter. He declined to express an 
individual opinion of the political side of 
the question, but said that history showed 
that for over 30 years, whether under Jef- 
ferson and tho later Democratic, Whig or 
Republican ministers, the policy of the 
State department ha'd tended to this end — 
that when the Hawaiian monarchy should 
cease to exist the United States would as- 
sume tho responsibilities necessary to tho 
preservation of its paramount interests 
here. 

Minister Stevens said theletters which he 
had sent to Washington bearing on affairs 
in the Islands were not written with a viow 
to publication, but he saw from the news- 
papers that they had been given out to- 
gether with the other official documents. 
His letters, ho said, expressed his views, 
although they might he open to the criti- 
cism of tho Opposition here. He thought 
that the treaty as published was a carefully 
drawn and satisfactory document, and it 
might be that tho Sonatp would deem it 
wiso to ratify it ero long. ' Why did Eng- 
land, ho said, take a stand in Samoa ? 
Because alio was practically forced by 
tho cry of the Australian colonies 
that they woro being betrayed by her 
inaction. So herein a great deluy, if such 
were likely, might impair our relations with 
England. Canada and tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway, which is straining every point to 
maintain its commercial supremacy, are urg- 
ing the English Government to action, and 
it may lead to a protest from tho Gladstone 
ministry, which would not bo desirable A 
popular vote on the question of annexation 
taken hero would be useless, for. with the 
oxcoption of a rowdy element and a few in- 
terested persons of prominence, there is no 
strong feeling against annexation. " I am," 
ho said, "in communication with the prom- 
inent men of tho other Islands, and they 
asauro me that there is, if anything, a sonti- 
ment in favor of it among the better claas 
of natives." 

Asked as to tho clauso of the treaty re- 
lating to special laws for the disposal of tho 
public lands, and which clause is disap- 
pointing in its terms to certain of the Pro- 
visional Government, Mr. Stevens said that 
any disappointment thereby must ariso 
from a misunderstanding of tho matter. 
The idea conveyed by the clauso in question 
in the Bame as that which led public sur- 
veyors in the United States to oppose the 
granting of tho arid lands, which yet may 
turn out to be tho moat important part of 
our public domain, by tho territorial gov- 
ernments, iu order to avert so far as pos- 
sible tho acquisition of these lands by specu- 
lators, who might control tho water rights. 
" You may rest assured," said Mr. Stevens, 
" that tho United States doea not intend to 
deprive tho Hawaiiana of the right to their 
laws ; but in the drawing up of this treaty 



it was neceaaary to remove tho objeotionB 
that might bo raised at home by thoso who 
havo studied tho land question. Of course 
no question is raised as to tho ability of the 
Provisional Government to dispose of their 
lands with justice and fairness." 

Regarding the labor question, which is 
one of the most important problems that 
will require solution under annexation, 
Minister Stevens said thore was no provi- 
sion in tho treaty for getting rid of tho 
Chinese and Japanese laborors now hero, 
nor for the prohibition of further Japanese 
immigration. A better class of labor, both 
Japanese and Portuguese, can be ob- 
tained without resorting to tho contract 
system, the employer dealing directly with 
tho employed. This ia tho view also taken 
by Minister Jones, of the Finance depart- 
ment, who differs, however, from Mr. 
Stevens in that ho (Minister Jones) believes 
that tho sugar industry must not bo cur- 
tailed, and that cheap aud foreign labor is a 
necessity. Tho whites of any manual abil- 
ity, he thinks, would not labor-in tho cane 
fields, and tho work is too hard for tho 
Kanakas. Mr. Stevens thought that raising 
cane would declino for the reason that much 
of tho Bugar now used in tho world ia tho 
product of beot culture. 

The value of theao sugar plantations, with 
propor roads, bridges and highways, would 
bo vastly greater if used for coffee, ramie or 
fruit growing, or for manufacturing pur- 
poses under the divers industries that would 
spring up hero, than for tho cultivation of 
sugarcane. He thought it was the inten- 
tion of some of tho most prominent planters 
to gradually decrease their sugar output and 
turn to other industries which would pay 
better prices for labor. At all events, Mr. 
Baldwin, the largest employer of labor in 
the Islands, and who haa about twenty-five 
hundred hands at Maui, is not opposed to 
annexation, while Mr. Spaulding, an exten 
sivo planter at Kauai, is favoring it. Min- 
ister Stevens said he had long ago made up 
his mind that ho would relinquish his posi- 
tion in May, if not earlier, no matter who 
was elected President. 

Through tho influence of tho deposed 
Queen's Government, tho United I'reBS 
correspondent was enabled to bo pro- 
aent at tho meeting at which tho 
Hawaiian Civil Rights League was form- 
ally organized. Tho meeting was 
called at tho houso of John Colburn, tho 
last minister of the interior under Liliuok- 
alani. Seventeen persons, all proposed 
members of tho league, were the only ones 
present except tho correspondent. Among 
theso were Sam Purker, tho ox-Queen's pre- 
mier, A. P. Parson, recently attorney-gen- 
eral, Charles Creighton, ex-marshal, and 
Charles Wilson Ashford, brother of Col. 
Aahford, tho refugee. 

Mr. Colburn rapped the meeting to order, 
Mr. Creighton acting as secretary. He 
called upon Mr. Ashford- to explain tho ob- 
jects of tho mooting bb previously outlined. 
Mr. Ashford mado a stirring speech, in 
which, after saying that tho Hawaiiana 
were to bo annexed by the United States 
whether they wanted or not, ho refe:red to 
tho principle of freo Bpoech and no taxa- 
tion without representation as the one con- 
tended for by force of arms in the older 
duys of the American republic. He then 
read the draft of a constitution drawn up 
by a committee of which he and Peterson 
were members, the gist of which wn8 
that the object of the League shall be to 
promote by all legal means a lovo of coun- 
try and of freo representative government, 
and to encouruge and promote such action 
on tho part of tho people of Hawaii, irre- 
spective of race, nationality or paBt politi- 
cal affiliations, as will serve to acquaint tho 
people of America and of tho world at 
large with tho political conditions and sen- 
timents hero prevailing, to tho end that 
no illiberal or despotic schemes of govern- 
ment may bo imposed upon our land by any 
foreign power, and to preserve to Hawaii, 
in her future political career, whether un- 
der the Hawaiian Hag or any other flag, a 
continuance of the privilege of self-govern- 
ment such as she has enjoyed during the 
last half century. 

The constitution was discussed and final- 
ly adopted with some amendments. When 
the time came for the signing of tho con- 
stitution, Mr. Parker and or.o or two othera 
who hud not participated in the debate held 
back, Purker stating that he had under- 
stood that tho meeting was only a prelimi- 
nary one. He was not then prepared to 
sign a constitution. Mr. Colburn then an- 
nounced that it was the intention of tho 
meeting to make Mr. Parker president of 
tho league. He, however, positively de- 
clined to accept the otlico, saying that ho was 
going back to his plantation shortly, and 
that he had not yot decided upon his course 
with regard to tho objects of the 
league. On Mr. Parkers's refusing to ac 
cept, tho nomination to tho otlico of Presi 
dent waa passed until the league should be 
established in tho other islands, and Col 
burn waa chosen Vice-President at large, 
Ho withdrew in favor cf one whom ho 
termed " a representative Hawaiian," C. 
W. Ashford. 

Tho Advertiser, learning of tho meeting 
through a half-easto reporter, printed a sum- 
mary of tho proceedings tho next morning, 
March 2, under the heading: " The Black 
Flag, tho Royalists aro at Work Again," 
accompanying tho article by an editorial a 
few days later in which it was said : " It is 
aa plain as a pikestaff that this Civil Rights 
leaguo is anti- American organization mado 
up of rank Royalists, contrived to dolay an- 
nexation aud, if possible, prevent it alto- 
gether. It ia intended to aervo as the 
nucleus for malcontents and all who sympa- 
thize with the 'desire to replace the present 
order by tho former anarchy. It is truo 
that Mr. Ashford declares tho leaguo to be 
in favor of annexation. Ho says that it is 
the object merely to socuro stable 
government. Sinco when, may wo 
ask, have Creighton and the rest 
of theso gentlemen been Buch good 
annexationists. If Mr. Ashford wero him- 
self the cordial annexationist ho now pre- 
tends to bo ho would hardly join a political 
movement with these persona. This 
dilemma, indeed, will make no impression 
on Mr. Ashford, who has been on all aides 
in politics ever sinco ho lauded in tho coun- 
try, but it should provo as a warning to 
those, if there be any such, who aro dis- 
posed to take hia movement in good faith." 
Thia editorial gave rise to a warm discus- 
sion in political circles, and letters from 
Creighton, Ashford and others hi'.vo been 
flowing into tho columns of tho local press. 

The first public meeting of the league was 
held at Robiuson'a on Saturday evening, 
March 4. Thore was not a largo attendance 
either of orators or hearers. Mr. Ashford 
presided. The question of holding a mass 
meeting was discussed, and Mr. Hopkins 
was appointed a committee to secure 
a place for holding tho meeting. 
Tho diBcusBion during tho ovening 



has been exceeded in warmth by no do- 
bates in political precinct clubs in tho United 
States. An attempt is being made by full- 
blooded Hawaiians to form a club in oppo- 
sition to Ashford, and, moreover, tho nativo 
sons of Hawaii have been considering the 
advisability of taking some action as a body, 
tho first against annexation, and tho latter 
in favor of suffrage. 

BOYCOTTING RUSSIAN LOANS- 

An Appeal to Jewish Financiers to Retaliate 
on Account of Muscovite Oppression. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



London, March 10. — The London Russo- 
Jewish committee has Bent to overy Jewish 
banker and bank director, bank manager, 
stockbroker and "agent de change" in 
Europe a passionato appeal to combine in 
boycotting tho trado in Russian securities 
generally. Tho appeal is significant in con- 
nection with the fact that tho Ruesian Gov- 
ernment has just issued a ukase providing 
for an internal loan, and Russian bankers 
are endeavoring to extend their relations 
with money centres outside of Russia. 
Owing to the leading position of tho Jews in 
tho money markets of Europe, it is expected 
that tho appeal, if complied with, will 
drive Russian securities of all sortB out of 
the market and work great disaster to Rus- 
siun industrial enterprise. The uppeal is 
in retaliation for tho continued severity of 
tho Czar in dealing with tho Jewa.

Pari.h, March 16. — In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, M. Ribot, tho premier, de- 
nounced as abominable the rumors in tho 
newspapers to the effect that he had made a 
bargain with Madame Cottu to reveal the 
name of " X," who W88 concerned in the 
Panama bribery charges, and mentioned in 
tho Reinach list of cheques given by Cor- 
nelius Herz to Andrieux, and that " X " 
was the ambassador of a friendly power, 
whose name the counsel of Henri Cottu was 
about to state in Court. M. Ribot said 
that as soon as he heard the rumor ho ad- 
dressed a communication to tho president 
of the Bar committee, saying that counsel 
before lending himself to such a scandal 
ought to remember that ho was a French- 
man. ( Cheera. ) Tho president of 
the Bar committee, M. Ribot continued, 
spoko to tho counsel for M. Cottu, and 
counsel denying that he had any intention 
of naming the ambassudor, being convinced 
that the personage in question had nothing 
to do with the Panama corruption. M. 
Ribot waa again cheered ut the close of 
hia remarks. 

M. Barboux, counsel for Charles de Les- 
seps, summed up for his client iu the Pan- 
ama trial to-day. He spoke at great length 
always earnestly and often eloquently. At 
the beginning of tho trial ho said his case 
was so strong that ho was willing to try it 
beforo a jury of tho Panama stockholders, 
and to-day ho again expressed the convic- 
tion that ho could secure Charlea do Le8seps' 
acquittal. 



ULSTER DEFENCE LEAGUE. 

A .Manifesto Issued by Prominent ProtostantB 
of Ulster— "Be Patient! Enroll! 
Combine I" 

London, March 10.— A manifesto has 
been issued over the signature of tho Duke 
of Abercorn, tho Marquis of Londonderry, 
the Earl of Erne, Lord Arthur Hill, Colonel 
Saunderson, tho Mayors of Belfast and Lon- 
donderry and others. Tho manifesto an- 
nounces the formation of an Ulster Defence 
League, " not merely to continuo tho strug- 
gle for tho Union, but to prepare to meet 
any contingency." Tho signers call upon 
Unionists to qualify at once as members of 
tho League. The two necessary qualifica- 
tions of every successful applicant for ad- 
mission aro that ho bo full-grown man and 
pledge himself to be faithful to tho cause of 
Union. Those enrolled aa members will 
send delegates to Belfast to form a central 
assembly of six hundred members, who will 
elect a governing council of sixty. The last 
words of the manifesto are : " Be patient ! 
Enroll ! Combine I" 



(From onr own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, March 1G. — J. R. Arnoldi, of 
brouzo dogs renown, waa sentenced to six 
months' imprisonment and $1,000 fine for 
malfeaaanco in office, the outcome of the 
boodle prosecutions two sessions ago. The 
case has been dragging along from court to 
court. An effort will be made to stay 
judgment, but it is not possiblo. Arnoldi's 
friends arc greatly surprised at the de- 
cision. 

A strong deputation of grnpo growors 
and wine manufacturers of Ontario have 
interviewed Hon. Mr. Foster and strongly 
protested againat the provisions of the 
French treaty. It is said that a million 
anil a half gallons of wine aro raised in Can- 
ada annually, and twelve million pounds of 
grapes. Tho wino industry will bo greatly 
uffectcd by the treaty law. Hon. Mr. 
Foster said he had no idea of the magnitude 
of the industry. Ho would carefully con- 
sider the representation. 

The question of the ratification of the 
French treaty was considered iu tho Houso 
of Commons this afternoon. Hon, Mr. 
Foster stated, relative to the cabled criti- 
cisms of Sir Charles Tupper, that tho latter 
had misunderstood him. Then the Oppo- 
sition wanted to know what the Govern 
ment proposed. Mr. Foster would not 
give a definite answer, . 

Tho S'Jgar Combine bill was practically 
killed in committeo this morning by a vote 
of 24 to 17. Five Conservatives voted iu, 
the majority. 

Tho Agricultural committee have decided 
to recommend a Government grant of $200 
each to cheese factories converted into win- 
ter creameries, not exceeding four in eaoh 
constituency. Prof. Robertson expects to 
visit British Columbia this year and give 
dairying in the Province a lift. 

Correspondence presented to Parliament, 
shows that Sir Charlea Tupper disregarded 
the Government's instructions relativo to 
favored nation treatment. 

The Government ia endeavoring to pro- 
euro the Hudson Bay Company's documents 
relative to the early history of tho Terri- 
tories and British Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Foster announced to-day that it. 
waa expected that prorogation would take 
place before Easter. 

Messrs. Prior and Corbould have re- 
turned from attending the SonB of England 
Grand lodge. Tho proposed new constitu- 
tion and the formation of Provincial Grand 
lodges were deferred for one year. Both 
members got a splendid reception. 

Hon, Mr. Foster created u great laugh at 
Mr. Davin's expense when he answered that 
the Government had no official information 
relativo to the alleged observations of the 
Controller of Customs, promising the active 
aid of the Orangomen of Canada to tho 
Orangemen of Ireland in resisting Homo Rule. 

Tho debate on Mr. McCarthy's motion 
was continued, Hon. Mr. Ives, Messrs. 
Davin, Coatsworth, Stevenson, Kenny, 
Laurier, O'Brien and McN"oill Bpeaking. At 
11:10 tho House divided, the amendment 
boing defeated by 116 to 68. Messrs. 
O'Brien and Hodgina (Conservatives) and 
all the Liberals voted with Mr. McCarthy.

Tho stu- 
dents, armed with cudgels, repulsed tho 
ugly rushes of their' opponents, who, how- 
ever, seized tho flag. At Grafton street a 
sharp struggle occurred until the flag was 
recap tured and tho collegians entered the 
college There were several skirmishes 
later in tho evening.

Houlds- 
worth, Conservative for North Westminster 
and British delegate at the Brussels Mone- 
tary Conferance, critici/.ed the conduct of 
tho British delegates and asked what would, 
bo the attitude of thoGovernnicnt should tho 
conference in Brussels be resumed. Sir Wm. 
Hurcourt, Chancellor of the Exchequer, re- 
plied that tho delegates would be instruct- 
ed to oppose every bi-metalliBtio scheme 
proposed. 

Cholera In Kus.sla. 

St. Petersburg, March 10.— Owing to 
tho spread of cholera in certain districts of 
Rusaia, a Congress of Sanitary officers has 
been summoned to meet and arrange for 
protective measures ngainst the disease in 
tho Province of Podolia, which adjoins Gal- 
licia, nnd has considerable trado with Aus- 
tria and Germany. The number of cases of 
cholera in tho last fortnight of Fobruary, 
according to the official report, waa 305, of 
which 59 were fatal.

The heavier dirt ia carried through 
the tlumo and pumpoi, while tho finer dirt, 
containing gold, pusses through perforationa 
iu tho grizzlies and thonco on to tables, ovor 
which it ia wuahed by tho undercurrent, to 
be finally Bepuruted from the black sand by 
contact with amalgamated plates. Captain 
McCormick, who i8 in charge of tho engi- 
neering department, was tho originator of 
this modo of saving lino gold, and wo all 
havo the fullest confidence iu its efficiency," 
Tho placer ground ia situated about 22 miles 
from Wauita landing, on tho Columbia 
river, at tho confluence of tho Pend 'Oreillo. 

Tho Great Northern has had a corps of 
ongineeis in that field and it is understood 
that tho company contemplates tho con- 
struction of a branch from a point botweon 
Bonner's Ferry and Sand Point, through tho 
Metalline country, following the Pend 
'Oreille to Wanita landing, crossing 
the Salmon river noar its mouth, thence 
down tho Pend 'Ore ille to its mouth.

NEW RAILWAY. 

Proposed Road From Port Anjreles to Con- 
nect With Transcontinental Lines- 1 - 
It Has Good Prospects. 

Port Akgkles, March 15.— A proposi- 
tion haa been accepted by the Board of 
Trade for tho construction of a railroad to 
connect this city with the three transcon- 
tinental lines entering tho Sound country, 
and the city is wild with excitement over 
the prospects. The proposition comes from 
John F. Plummer, the New York capitalist, 
and is to build a road this year from this 
city to Port Ludlow and transfer from there 
by ferry to Everett, where connection will 
bo made with the Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern and Canadian Pacific. The com- 
pany asks a subsidy of 5350,000 in cash or 
land, right-of-way and terminal facilities. 
More than half of the subsidy has already 
been pledged and all will be raised within 
ten days. Last fall when Gen. J. W. Noble, 
secretary of tho interior, visited the North- 
west, tho guest of Mr. Plummer, the Board 
of Trade induced tho party to come to Port 
Angeles. Mr. Plummer at onco predicted a 
tuturo for this city, saying what was needed 
mOBt was a railroad. M. J. Carrigan, sec- 
retary of tho Board of Trade, furnished him 
with information to form an intelligent esti- 
mate for himself and his Now York asao- 
ciatea. Later in January Mr. Currigan, 
whilo East, went to New York for a confer- 
ence with Mr. Plummer. By this time the 
latter and his friends had become interested 
and sent special agents and surveyors, and 
upon their reporta Mr. Plummer has acted. 

LaBt Saturday, Mr. Barnes, as confiden- 
tial agent of Mr. Plummer and his syndi- 
cate, came to this city. Mr. Carrigan, as 
secretary of tho Board of Trade, also receiv- 
ed a written proposition direct from Mr. 
Plummer, which waa substantially as stated. 
A meeting of the Board of Trade was held, 
when Mr. Barnes said that it was eatimated 
by the ongineers that the construction of 
the road, including the ferry and equipment, 
would coat about §1,000,000; that it could 
be built with a grado of from 1 to 1 J 
per cent. ; that the froight ferry would 
be large enough to carry aixteen cars; that 
the passenger traffic would bo loaded upon 
fast steamers not carrying the cars, and that 
passenger traffic would be taken from here 
to Everett in a littlo over two hours, and 
from here to Seattle in two hours and 
a half. It now takes eight hours. 
Ho signifies the willingness of tho syndicate 
to accept lands for tho subsidy and pointed 
to tho fact that whilo the length of ferry 
was twenty-one miles, it was leas than the 
ono now in operation acroBS Lako Michigan 
at Ann Arbor ; that it was over water that 
waa nover rough and entirely feasible. 
Over half of tho subaidy ia already pledged 
and tho full amount is expected to bo 
raised within a week. Not a property 
owner has refused to give a portion of his 
holdings. This road will give tho people a 
quick Eastern outlet, and hence their en- 
thusiasm. Tho distanco to Everett will be 
only sixty-five miles, while no other propo- 
sition over submitted mado it less than 130 
miles. Tho lino ia to bo independent, mak- 
ing it a feeder for tho Great Northern, 
Northern Pacific und Cunudian Pacific rail- 
roads.

Scalers on the West Coast Heard From 
—Utilizing the Barnard Cas- 
tle's Cargo. 



H. M. S. NyinpLo at San Diefjo 
Seattle Schooner To Carry Vic- 
toria Seal Hunters 



The staunch little steamer Mystery, 
Capt. Anderson in command, returned from 
tho West coast yesterday morning. Dur- 
ing the MyBtery's absence Boveral Victoria 
sealers were spoken, the masters of which 
on learning of the agreement between Rus- 
sia and England for a. protective zone ap- 
peared to bo well satisfied. During his 
stay on the coast tho captain notified all 
the soalers Bpokcn. In Clayoquot Sound 
woro the Ocean Hello, with 138 skins ; tho 
Triumph, with 107 ; tho Sapphire, w ith 
9 ; the Borealis, with 1 ; the Walter A. 
Earlo with 91, and tho Victoria with 
none. Tho last named schooner has uot yet 
secured Indian hunters. There were four 
vessels in Euculct when tho Mystery reached 
there— the E. II. Marvin, with 150; tho 
Venturo with none, and tho Si wash schooners 
Capo Reale and Columbia. The Columbia 
was leaking badly when the put into Enou- 
let, and she is now on the bcuch having re- 
pairs made. Like the Victoria, the Venture 
has not yet secured Indian hunters. Tho 
Favorite, the Wanderer and tho Beatrice 
are supposed to be in Hes(|Uoit, the last 
mentioned with 130 odd skins ; and_ the 
Ainoka is said not to have secured Indiana. 
The sealers report the weather very rough ; 
ao far this season they have only had three 
or four opportunities of lowering their boatH. 
Thero have been no accidents, save 
what have already been chronicled, and 
their crews havo all enjoyed good 
health. On the way into Victoria the 
Mystery passed the .). C. Ford derelict, but 
Capt. Anderson did not consider it worth 
his while to bother with it. The wreck was 
floating livo miles south of Beechy Bay, 
bottom up, with the Ueel and part of the 
fore-foot, carried away. It was drifting in 
towards shore, where it will probably be 
when the Mystery passes it again early this 
morning, while on her return down the 
coa3t with more supplies for the sealers. It 
is expected that the steamer will bring 
buck to Victoria, when Hhe returns, a num- 
ber of the coast catches. 

THE RICHARD lit. AT SAN FRANCISCO. 
Tho Examiner of the loth inst. contains 
the following : "An amusing comedy battle 
is being fought out on the hark Richard 
III. The union crew still holds possession 
of tho forecastle, mid the men refuao to al- 
low any non-union sailors to go to work on 
board or to share the bunks forward. Their 
supplies on the ship have been effectually out 
ofl.but they are revelling in luxurious rations 
from the nearest restaurant. What they 
demand is that they be paid passage money 
back to San Diego and wages in full to date. 
Captain Lee and his mates do not seem to 
feel equal to the task of ousting his unwel- 
come tenants, and tho former has enlisted 
tho sorviccs of the Shipowners' Association 
to do some violent eviction. To-morrow is 
Bet for the (lay of turning them out, and 
unless the assistance of tho polieo can be 
secured a lively battle is expected."

A sloop which arrived from the West 
coast a day or so Binco brought nearly two 
tons of coal which her crew bad picked up 
on a little island between Race Rocks and 
the Vancouver Island Bhore. Tho coal is 
some of the cargo lost many years ago on 
the large steam collier Barnard Castle when 
she wan wrecked. It waa picked up quite 
easily off tho shore, where it is washed in in 
large quantities every timo a southwest gale 
rises. Strange to say, although tho coal 
scema to have, kept its si/.o vory well, tho 
action of the water has pebbled it to a great 
extent.

THE OFFAL QUESTION. 

Members of tho Dominion Government 
and high grade civil servants evidently 
think that all that tho canuers have to do 
ib to atari, oil and guano factories near their 
establishments to get rid of tho offil and to 
inoreaso the profits of their business. They 
seem to bo undor tho impression that the 
idea of utilizing tho offal is too brilliant and 
too profound to bo conceived by the rude 
uncultivated men of tho Far West who catch 
and can salmon. They, no doubt, will be 
surprized to find that tho idea, wherever it 
originated, has been entertained by tho can- 
ners, Tho experiment was tried, and the 
result has been utter failure. Rithot k 
Co. have now on hand a, quantity of guano 
and oil, tho guano they will give away to 
anyone who will take it, and the oil they will 
soli for no moro than tho cost of production. 
Tho simple truth is that there is no market 
for either of theso products on this side of 
the continent. 

It might have occurred to tho Hon. Mr. 
Bowell that tho men who havo been for 
years engaged in the canning business and 
whose interest it is to make the most they 
con out of tho salmon they catch, would 
not have waited until this timo of day for 
suggestions from him or from any outsider, 
to attempt to utilize the waste products of 
their establishments. He might have taken 
for grunted thit if money could havo been 
made by making oil und guano out of tho 
olf.il, additions for the purpose of manufac- 
turing them would, lonu ore this, have been 
mudo to all the canneries on tho river. We 
need not toll a man of his experience that 
it is always safe to presume that tho men 
engaged in a business know hotter how to 
carry it on than those who practically know 
nothing about it. Neither need we tell him 
that very many schemes which sound very 
well in theory when they como to be tried 
prove to bo utterly unworkablo. Tho manu- 
facture of oil and guano from the offal of 
the salmon canneries has been demonstrated 
to bo one of theso. 



BOMB BE FORTS. 



Wo see that telegrams to the American 
newspapers say that there is division and 
discontent in the ranks of British Conserva- 
tives. It is asserted that a large proportion 
of the party ia not satisfied with the leader- 
ship of Mr. Balfour und that they want a 
leader in tho Commons in whom they have 
moro confidence. 

Lord Randolph Churchill is said to be tho 
man whom nearly all tho Liberal Unionists 
and a good many Conservatives want to 
lead them. It does not uppenr that Lord 
Randolph has shown any disposition to sup- 
plant Mr. Balfour. Mr. Chamberlain has, 
however, boon somewhat insubordinate, and 
quito a number of members on tho occasion 
on whioh his rcstiveness under the Balfour 
leadership was exhibited, showed by voting 
with him that they approved of what ho 
did. 

It is, however, not at all likely that there 
will be any want of unity in tho Conserva- 
tive party at this important crisis. All the 



strength and tho undivided energy of the 
party are needed to defeat Mr. Gladstone's 
bill, and the late telegrams inform us that 
thoy are being exercised in a very effectivo 
manner. Tho stories of dissension, it is 
more than likely, are inventions or exagger- 
ations of the enemy. Unfortunately many 
trans-Atlantic telegrams bear internal ovi 
denco of having been written by persons 
who aro by no means friendly to tho Con 
servativo party. 

Very little has been heard of Lord Ran 
dolph Churchill of late. Ho for a timo dis 
appeared from tho political arena of Great 
Britain. When heard from ho wa3 travel- 
ling in Africa. He published letters from 
that country, but those letters did very 
littlo to add to hia roputation either as a 
stutesmau or a traveller. They wore not 
very favorably received in England, and 
thoy gave great ofl'enco to many in South 
Africa. It does not appear that ho 
was vory warmly welcomed when ho up 
peared in his old place in tho Houso of 
Commons. But ho made an ablo speech 
against Mr. Gladstone's Bill and showed 
that ho had not lost either his skill or his 
courage as a parliamentary gladiator. Ho is 
in manner and temperament tho antipodes of 
Mr. Balfour. Ho, too, is at tho head of a 
very active and by no moans insignificant sec- 
tion of tho Conservative party. Its 
members hear the somewhat anomal 
ous titlo of Democratic Tories 
They aro Conservatives who fight 
tho Radicals and evou tho Socialists with 
their own weapons, and, it is said, with no 
small degreo of success. There aro many 
who believe that tho Conservatives of tho 
future, if they want to succeed, must 
udopt tho policy and tho methods of tho 
Tory Democrats. And it is by no means 
certain that thoy aro not right. It is ovi 
dent that Lord Randolph Churchill, not 
withstanding his eccentricities, won for 
himself a prominent place in tho Couserva 
tive party, and now we find that he is 
spoken of as a rival of Mr. Balfour. 

INOONTSO VERTIBLE. 

It iB fortunate that tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment were able to lay upon the t»blo of 
the House of Commons and place before tho 
country tho minutes of tho conference be 
tween the United States Secretary of State 
and tho Canadian Ministers. Tho Opposi- 
tion affectod to disbelieve the oral account 
given by the Miuirters of what was said at 
that Conference. They maintained that it 
was possible for tho Dominion to enter into 
a reciprocity treaty with the then Govern- 
ment oE tho United States without dis- 
criminating in trudo in favor of that coun- 
try and against Great Britain, ' Canadu, 
they held, could have unrestricted recipro- 
city with tho United Statos, and at tho 
same timo maintain her fiscal independence. 
Sir John Thompson and Mr. Foster 
affirmed that Mr. Blaino had at the 
conference declared that tho only reciprocity 
to which tho United States wouldconsentwss 
one from which Great Britain would be ex- 
cluded, and that if the Dominion wished to 
have a freo exchange of products, manufac- 
tured us well as raw, she must discriminate 
against the Mother Country. Tho Liberals 
tried to make the country believe that the 
ministerseither misunderstood Mr. Blaine or 
that thoy for purposes of their own had 
misrepresented the attitude taken by tho 
Secretary of State. Some statements made 
by General Foster, who was afterwards Mr. 
Blaine's successor, gave the Liberals some 
alight excuse for concluding that the ac- 
count given by tho ministers ot what took 
place at tho conference was not strictly ac- 
curate. Tho documents brought down to 
Parliament a few days ago, however, 
prove conclusively that everything which 
the Dominion delegates had said was strictly 
correct, that they had not misunderstood 
Mr. Blaino and that they had not misrepre- 
sented the stand he had taken. 

The controversy may be said to be almost 
obsolete now, but it is satisfactory to know 
that the Canadian ministers had not at- 
tempted to mislead the people. It is also 
gratifying to find that in courteously but 
firmly refusing to entertain the proposal to 
discriminate against the Mother Country, 
they did what ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred Canadians cordially approve. The 
Liberal leaders know now that there are 
very few Canadians indeed who are so un- 
grateful and so disloyal as to grant trade 
favors to the United States that they would 
deny to the Mother Country, which ex- 
tends to them freely, and without condition 
of any kind, all thnt the United States 
would not concede to them except at a vory 
high price. 

That nothing but Commercial Union 
would satisfy Mr. Blaino tho following par- 
agraph taken from the minutes shows : 

Mr. Blaine said be could easily under- 
stand why Canada was reluctant to outer 
into a treaty of unlimited reciprocity, but 
that it was clear to hia mind that no other 
arrangement would suit the United States, 
and that it must bo accompanied by dis- 
crimination in favor of tho United States, 
especially against Grout Britain, who was 
their great competitor, and that it must 
likewise he accompanied, by the adoption of 
a uniform tariff for the United States and 
Canada cijual to tliat of the United Stales. 

Tho Italics are ours. Tho passage shows 
cleurly that what Mr. Blaino required as 
the price of reciprocity was the fiscal inde- 
pendence of the Dominion of Canada, for if 
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tho two countries were to havo the same 
tarill' it is easy to see which of them would 
have tho framing of that tariff. It will bo 
remembered by our readers that when it 
was first said that theso wero the only terms 
on which reciprocity could be had from the 
Harrison administration, Canadian Liberals 
loudly declared that thero was no truth in 
tho statement, and that it was a story in- 
vented by tho Tory politicians to alarm tho 
electors. It is now seen that it is nothing 
moro than the literal truth. 



HARKING BACK. 



The annexation of Hawaii is by no means 
a foregono conclusion. Tbore aro a great 
many Unitod States citizens besides Presi- 
dent Cleveland who beliovo that thero is a 
good doal to bo dono before tho Hawaiian 
Islands aro pormittod to enter tho Union 
either as a territory or a state, or oven be- 
fore the Government will consent to make 
the protectorate set up by Consul Genorul 
StovenB pormanont. It seems, indeed, as if 
the doings of tho Consul were to be made 
tho subject of a protty Hgid inquiry. 
Thero aro people in the East who question 
tho propriety of his acts in this annexation 
business. Tho New York Herald uses 
somo protty strong language in connection 
with tho " jingo " proceedings at Honolulu. 
It saya : 

But tho climax of jingniam was reserved 
for tho closing days of Republican rule. 
Tho rash attempt to force through tho an- 
nexation of tho sugar islands before tho out- 
going party relinquished ite hold of power 
presents one of ttio most curious and extra- 
ordinary episodes in tho annals of our for- 
eign relations. 

The whole business at Honolulu savorod 
more of a bold filibustering scheme, a des- 
porato conspiracy or a gigantic sugur job, 
than a patriotic national proceeding. Vet 
in spite of this, in spite of tho unwarranted 
use of tho diplomatic functious and the 
naval forces revealed tbore, in defiance of 
tho protest of tho deposed Queen and u 
majority of tho Hawaiians, before both 
sides could bo heard or tho facts ascer- 
tained, wo seo the spectaclo of a treaty 
drawn and accompanied by a special mes- 
sage rushed into the Senute with a haste 
that has no parallel or precedent in our 
political history. 

On this movement the people will-look to 
the present administration to put a prompt 
and emphatic veto, An early steamer 
should bear from San Francisco to Honolulu 
not only a now Minister, but also a com- 
mission to investigate the extraordinary 
doings of our diplomatic und naval repre- 
sentatives thero in January and February. 

That they excouded their legitimate 
functions and powers is apparent. It is of 
vital importance to ascertain fully and ac- 
curately the extent to which tho authority 
of tho United States has been wrongfully 
or unconstitutionally used to bring ubout 
tho present anomalous situation in the 
islands and to scamp with the seal of dis- 
approval such acts bo fur as they are un- 
warranted. 

What has been done by our representa- 
tives in Honolulu cannot with safety he al- 
lowed to go on record as an undisputed 
precedent. If tho navul forceB of the 
United States may bo used to support re» t 
volutionists in the Pacific islands they may 
be so used in any South American Repub- 
lic, lf an unned protectorate may bo pro- 
claimed by tho American Minister in Hawaii 
it may bo proclaimed by the American Min- 
ister in Chili. 

It would appear that' tho advice of the 
Herald is to bo followed, for we are told 
thut a Commissioner is on hia way to Hawaii 
for the purposo of making inquiries as to 
how tho revolution was brought about, and 
what hand Mr. Stevens and the captain of 
tho Boston hud in depriving Queen Liliuo- 
kalani of her throne. 

It ia evident tha^ the Queen of tho 
Hawaiian Islands is a sensible woman and 
one who knows how, even when misfortune 
haB overtaken her, to comport herself with 
dignity. She has aaid very littlo indeed 
for publication, but that little has been full 
of good sonso and in the best possible taste. 
We have no doubt that now that Mr. 
Cleveland ia President tho Queen of the 
Hawaiian Ialands will bo treated with the 
utmost consideration.

An interesting as well as novel "experi- 
ence mooting" was hold at the Refuge Home 
yestorday afternoon, tho largo parlors being 
filled with ladies. After opening with de- 
votional exercises the relation of "experi- 
ences" was entered upon, each lady being 
called upon to toll how she had either earned 
or saved §1 during tho week for the tompor- 
anee cause. Many and variod wore the 
plans resorted to. Two ladios cut hair; one 
sold bottles; ono rofused to havo a doctor 
when ill und savod tho foe; a fourth altered 
a pair of pantaloons and was paid §1 for tho 
work. Bread, pies and cr.kes wero mado 
instead of bought; a cough mixture was 
manufactured and sold; white shirts wero 
ironed, an old dress renovated and a blouse 
made. The city missionary had boon 
invited to dinner by a number of 
friends — and savod money. Cutting the 
grass on the lawn instead of employing a 
gardener ; wearing cheaper gloves, and 
walking instead of patronizing tho tram 
cars — each and all were duly quoted. Tho 
numbor of experiences, each accompanied 
with §1, was -10, aoveral being received by 
mail. After hearing or reading the " expe- 
riences" refreshments were served and the 
city missionary addressed tho meeting. 
Tho work of organizing a young woman's 
branch in connection with the union wua 
subsequently discussed, a number of young, 
ladies being anxious to organize. Tho 
ladies were greatiy aided in the preparation 
for yesterday's meeting by two young gon- 
tlemen who kindly wrote out tho invitations 
on typewriter ; tho thanks of the ladies aro 
hereby tendered them. 

A City JIls.Hlonarj's Work. 

Mrs. McMillan, who has been Oiling tho 
office of city missionary during the past 
two months, has forwarded her report to 
tho W.C.T. U., by whom alio is engaged, 
and under whoso guidance she labors. A 
synopsis of this report, which is both inter- 
esting and encouraging, is given as follows ; 
In all 149 visits have been made, 7-1 of 
which were among tho destitute and Buffer- 
ing, during tho aevero winter weather. Of 
the remaining visits, about twenty wero 
mado to tho different hospitals, where tho 
missionary is always welcomed by many, 
and whero several, it is believed, have 
through her instrumentality been led to 
better lives. Iu all of these places roligious 
literature was distributed. Tho remaining 
visits have been of a general chaructor, 
wherever suffering or misery of any kind 
was heard of. Her mission ia relieving the 
suffering, watching with tho sick, praying 
with the fallen, etc., and many interesting 
cases have been met with. Ono old man 
confined in the polico Blaiion wished for a 
Bible, whioh of course, was given. Tho in- 
mates of tho Old Men's Homo wanted tho 
missionary to hold a religious service thero 
every week. A catient in the Marino hos- 
pital who had been converted by Spurgeon's 
preaching, but who had wandered away, 
was touched by the missionary's prayers on 
his behalf and was brought buck. These 
are but a few instances whero tho mission- 
ary has been instrumental jn doing good, 
but thero is a great work to do, which must 
bo carried on. Christians must not, and 
daro not bo idlo ; ull cannot go into the 
highways and hedges as Mrs. McMillan 
docs, but thero aro very fow but can do 
something.' The ladies of tho W.C.T. U. 
will thankfully receive donations of either 
money or clothing to help on the work ;

THE BUDOET DEBATE. 

On the order of tho day, "continuation of 
the Budget debate," 

Hon. Mr. Beaven objected to tho dobato 
being continued. This was tho day for 

Eubiic bills in tho hands of privato mem 
ors, and ho did not think tho only day 
thus set apart should bo monopolized. 

Hon. Mr. Davie Baid that, rightly or 
■wrongly, it had been agreed to continue tho 
debate to-day and hon. members having 
mado their arrangements accordingly, the 
debate should go on. Possibly public bills 
in the hands of privato members might bo 
taken up to-morrow. 

QUESTION OF riUVII.EC.E. 

Hon. Mr. TURNER rose to a question of 
privilege. He held in his hand a copy of 
the Times of March 15, in which a speech 
of tho hon. leader of the Opposition was 
reported. This paper Baid : "Hon. 
Mr. Heaven pointB out some of the 
Government's misstatements," but in reality 
unless the hon. gentleman was tnisreportcd 
ho had himself mado some very bud mis 
statements. Hon. Mr. Heaven was quoted 
as saying : — 
i " How much had tho Province received 
from tho loan of 1S91, amounting to §970, 
000 ? The Minister of Finance overstated 
the amount when ho said that it would net 
§800,000. It would be found by the public 
accounts that the Government had spent 
$170,000 in negotiating that loun and then 
another $15,000 was down in what the Gov. 
crntnent culled tho ' supplementary eBti 
mates ' for tho same purpose." 

Hon. Mr. Turner continued that either 
ho Times had made a misreport or th 
hon. leader of the Opposition had showed 
remarkable ignorance or something else 
which he (Mr. Turner) would not desiguuto 
l>y any name. He did not think the hon. 
gentlemen could havo stated what he was 
reported to have said. The fact was, tho 
$15,000 had nothing whatever to do with 
the amount of the loan. It was in connec- 
tion with another matter altogether, being 
paid out in converting the old debts. Tho 
statement of the hon. leader of tho Opposi- 
tion, aB reported, was entirely incortect 
As to the 5170,000, that really was not an 
expense of the loan at all. It was made up 
of the difference bet%veen par and 
86, at whioh the loan was Bold. Tho 
loan was £200,000 at 8(5 and 
amounted to §834,200. For this the Proviuco 
received net about $800,000, the difference, 
§34,200 being the total cost ; the interest 
being threo per cent, ou the gross amount, 
and one per cent, for sinking fund, which 
one per cent, pays off the whole loan in 
fifty years. 

THE BUDOET DEI1ATE. 

Mr. Ckokt continued the Budget debate. 
He showed the fallacy of the argument ot 
the hon. member for Westminster District 
about the expenditure in tho various dis 
triets, by pointing out that no account had 
been taken in thoso remarks about tho ex- 
penses of management in the District of 
New Westminster. Tho remarks which 
had been made about tho failure of the 
Crofter bill were ill-timed and incorrect, 
ffhese same hon. gentlemen were always 
complaining of the poor means of communi 
cation between the different parts of the 
Province. Why, one of the best means of 
promoting this communication was the 
Crofter Bchemo.which would result in steam 
ers plying weekly or oftener up and down 
the coast, thuB affording first-class muil 
facilities for the coast settlements. Ho had 
been glad to hear what tho hon. member for 
Vancouver City said about the differences 
between tho Island and the Mainland being 
forever buried, and he hoped if they were 
not now completely done away with they 
would soon he, as with division in tho ranks 
the Province could never occupy tho proud 
position in the Dominion to which it was 
entitled. Tho hon. members who had said 
the Government was not upholding Provin- 
cial rights must havo forgotten tho Bpecial 
trip the hon. Premier hud made to Ottawa 
to discuss the mutters in dispute ; and, fur- 
ther, they could not have remembered that 
in the Speech from the Throne it had been 
expressly stated that tho House would be 
aakod to vote a sum of money to maintain 
Provincial rights beforo tho Privy Council. 
This of itsolfBhowed what waabeingdone, and 
nothing more need bo said about it. Other 
hon. meir.bors on tho opposite side of tho 
House had churged that all the public land 
of tho Province had been alienated. Was 
this the case V Could any ouo read tho re- 
ports of tho Surveyor-General and believe 
this '! He did not think so, for in theso re- 
ports it was clearly stnted that there was 
plenty of land, millions of acres, ull good 
tor settlement, and ho knew of over a 
hundred families that were going in this 
year. Tho hon. louder of the Opposition 
had said that the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works had taken a man over to 
his (Mr. Croft's) office to get some informa- 
tion about lund. This was perfectly true. 
Tho man in question had wanted to pre- 
empt lund near Victoria City and would not 
go to the portions of the Province where 
thero was land to bo hud in that way ; he 
■wanted all the advantages of schools, 
churches, etc. , and then expected to get a 
fine form for nothing. 

Mr. McKenzie claimed that Nanaimo 
District was being starved. Tho Government 
ollicials were overworked and tho buildings 
were inadequate. Ho criticised tho uction 
of tho Attorney-General in going to Nanai- 
mo to prosecute tho Bawnmore kidnappers, 
and said that if thero had been proper 
police patrol this outrago would nover have 
boen perpetrated. Ho claimed tho Govern- 
ment showed a lack of statesmanship and 
knowledgo of how to carry on tho business 
of the country because they had not pro- 
vided a now lock-up tor Nanaimo. Ho 
thought it was tho duty of the House to ap- 
point a royal commission to inquire into the 
way tho district had been ill-troatcd. Ho 
claimed tho oxpondituro on the Education 
department was too largo. For instance, 
there was a sum of $1275 for expenses of 
examinations. Why, this sum would pay 
all the exponses of the examinations at 
Oxford and Cambridge for a year and thero 
would Btill bo money enough to establish a 
foundation scholarship. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Anderson believed that tho genoral 
policy of this and previous Governments had 
been approved throughout the country, and 
this was tho reaEon a majority of the mem- 
borB of tho Houso supported that policy. 
(Hoar, hear.) Ono feature of this policy 
wus the continuation of tho surveys, which 
would have tho result of bringing in a most 
desirable class of settlors, agriculturists, 
who would in time bo tho backbone of tho 
country. He regretted that thero wore a 
number of unemployed mon in tho Provinco, 
and Btill more regretted that when theao 
men had seen hotter days they had not 
mado provision for rainy weather. If, a few 
years ago, those mon had taken up land 
they could havo now had it near tho citieB 
of the Provinco and would not havo to go 
further away. Ho objected to the abuse hy 
hon. members of tho Opposition of tho 
Island. These men Boomed to think that 



the most important part of the world was 
tho Fruser River valley. Ho had nothing 
to Bay againBt tho prosperity and 
development of tho Fraser valley, which 
be was pleased to seo going ahead, but he 
did object to their trying to improve their 
own standing by abusing their neighbors 
(Hear, hear. ) Vancouver Island was rich in 
coal, in minerals, in timber, in fish, and in 
agricultural resources, and had, moreover, 
a commanding position geographically, and 
would theretoro havo an important part to 
play in developing trade with the Orient. 
There was every reason to bo proud of this, 
and with a continuation of tho wiso govern- 
ment of the past, not only tho Island but 
tho wholo Provinco would increase in wealth 
and prosperity. 

Tho resolution to go into supply carried 
without a division. 

COMMITTEE OK SUPPLY. 

Tho Houbo went into committee of supply 
on tho estimates, Mr. Martin in tho chair. 

On tho item " Premier of tho Province, 
$1,000." 

Mr. Skmlin objected to this being voted 
to tho present Premier, who, he claimed, 
did not givo his wholo timo to public busi- 
ness. Ho moved to strike out the item. 

Hon. Mr. Turner wus surprised at the 
remarks of the hon. member for Yale. Ho 
thought it wus a most desirable thing to 
recoguize tho Premier of the Province. 
When tho hon. third member for Yale be- 
came Premier, if, indeed, ho ever roso to 
such a position, ho would not then object to 
the vote, though, of course, ho was now a 
disinterested outsider, the timo when ho 
might become Premier being- so remote. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Semlin claimed that tho country 
Bhould not bo asked to puy for what it re- 
ceived no value for, and as tho ministers 
were now paid for their full time, why vote 
to one another $1,000? 

Mr. Kitchen said that he had voted lust 
year for the increa9o, but would not do so 
now, as tho Premier and tho Finance Min- 
ister were engugiug in privato business. 

Mr. Brown thought tho salary of $5,000 
was Bmall enough for the Premier, and ho 
would vote for it. 

Hon. Mr. Beaten said ho wa3 not one of 
thoso who believed in paying small 
salaries, but ho wanted to see 
tho work dono properly. All ho 
had to complain of now was that tho present 
Attorney-General did not give his wholo 
timo to his public duties. When Mr. 
Walkem had been Attorney-General he did 
no private practice. The same with tho 
lato Judge Robertson; when ho wus Attor- 
ney-Goneral he almost totully neglected his 
law practice. And tho same with the lato 
Hon. A. E. B. Davie. By tho way, he had 
been just reminded that a short time ago the 
hon. Attorney-General had been at 
Nanaimo to prosecute some sailors for 
shanghaiing non-union mon. Ho was re- 
minded that some yours ugo the presenf 
Attorney-General had, during a session of 
the Legislature when u closo vote was ex- 
pected, been instrumental in getting a mem- 
ber of the House away and took him up on 
the Mainland. The hon. Attorney- 
General had ac that time, he believed, a 
"pocket pistol" (laughter), which no doubt 
did good service The honorable member 
had not got away, however, and the then 
Government was sustained in a matter 
which was most important in the interests 
of tho country. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said the statement 
that tho previous Attorney-Generals had 
done no privato business, was absolutely in- 
correct. For instance, Mr. Walkem, when 
Attorney-General, was also at tho same 
time counsel for the Dominion Government, 
as all hon. gentlemen must know. 

Mr. Hall said that it was ho who took 
around the "round robin" and he denied 
most emphatically that ho had been 
prompted by the Government or anyone 
else. He hoped the hon. leader of the Op- 
position would now havo the grace to with- 
draw tho cowardly insinuation ho had made 
and apologize for it. 

Dr. Milne referred to the case of tho 
Attorney-General of Ontario, Sir Oliver 
Mowat, who, ho said, although a lawyer, 
had not privato practice. 

Hox. Mr. Davie— He iB head of tho firm 
of Mowat, McLennan & Co. 

Dr. Milne claimed that if that was tho 
case, Sir Oliver just lent his name to the 
firm and did not do any of the business. 

Hon. Mr. Davie had not intended to 
speak on this subject, which should havo 
been deult with as ono of principle rather 
than as a personal matter. It was quito 
possible to have private concerns irre- 
spective of public business. So far as tho 
case of Sir Oliver Mowat, attorney-general 
of Ontario, was concerned, us ho hud re- 
minded the hon. gentleman for Victoria 
City (Dr. Milne), Sir Oliver Mowat woe the 
head of one of the largest legal firms in the 
city of Toronto. The hon. member (Dr. 
Milne) had then suggested that Sir Oliver 
only lent his name to tho firm and had 
nothing to do with the business. All that 
he hud to say in this connection was, if 
what Dr. Milne hud suid was true — and lie 
did not think it was — such a proceeding was 
not honest. If tho Premier lent his name 
to such u (inn and did none of the business, 
why, the only conclusion to come to was 
that the law firm wus thus assisted to 
appear as what it was not and 
could not be. So fur as his 
own private pructicc wus concerned, all he 
could Buy was that he could not afford to 
sucrilice it and did not propose to. The 
way to look at this question was not 
whether the Attorney- General was doing a 
privato practico, but whether ho was at- 
tending to the business of tho country in 
such u way that that business did not suf- 
fer. (Hear, hear.) This being tho caso, ho 
did not think any reasonable man would 
ask him or any other uttornoy-generul to 
givo up his whole private business, for no 
professional man of standing could for a 
few years in politics afford to relinquish his 
practico. Ono hon. member had rcterred to 
the appointment of a Crown Prosecutor. Ho 
could assure the House that this official's 
salary, etc., was more than saved by tho 
work he was doing, and it was no longer so 
often necessary to employ prosecutors to go 
on circuit and pay, of course, tho necessary 
professional fees thus incurred. This fact 
he would givo tho House, and they could 
seo hy reference to tho public accounts 
that during the last ton yours tho 
oxpenso of the administration of justice 
in the Province, exclusive of police and 
jails, had decreased and not increaBed as 
might havo been expected, nnd what wus 
more, the administration of justice had not 
ffored in any way. When thero was an 
important prosecution ho (Mr. Davie) 
would be found thero to attend to it person- 
ally, and tho aamo with other business, but 
whilo doing this ho did not proposo to drop 
all his own business. Tho only question 
was this : Did tho public aorvico Buffer ? If 
all tho business was being properly looked 
after should thero bo any question as to 
whether a man looked after his own busi- 
ness or not '! If it were mado a rule that 
no attornoy-geuoral should do any outside 
business, tho result would be that tho 
lawyers who were uvuilublo for the position 
would not bo thoso most fitted for it. He 
referred to the fact that tho Attorney- 
General of England, Sir Charles Russell, 
wus tho lawyor who probably had one of 
tho largest practices in England. 
Mr, Cotton supported tho vote, and as 



to the work of the Attornoy-Goneral, had 
to say that as long as tho business of the 
country was properly carried on it was not 
tho duty of anyono to inquire any further. 

Mr. Semlin withdrew his motion and the 
vote passed. 

On tho voto for tho fifth Cabinet Min- 
ister, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven wanted to know who 
was going to got the appointment, who the 
next MiniBter would be '/ 

Mr. Semlin and Mr. Brown also wanted 
information. 

Hon. Mr. Davie explained that tho in- 
tention was originally to divide tho offices 
of Minister of Education and Provincial 
Secretary. But the new Government had 
decided to givo tho city schools to the con- 
trol of tho city, and consequently tho Pro- 
vincial Secretary's offico was relieved of 
much work. But since then it had been 
decided to establish tho Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, etc., which would increase tho 
work and necessitate tho othor Minister's 
appointment. Who the new Minister 
would bo tho Government had not yot even 
considered. Ho had tho other day re- 
assured tho hon. member for Victoria City 
(Dr. Milne) that thero was no danger of 
him being taken in, and ho now had plea- 
sure in extending the list to tho hon. leader 
of the Opposition and his right lieutenant 
(Mr. Semlin). (Laughter.) Ho could as- 
sure hon. members of the Houso that the 
Government had no intention of going be- 
yond tho ranks of thoso who appreciated 
good government in the country. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

After further discussion, tho item passed. 
Tho committee roso. 

It being o'clock the Speukor left the 
chair.

EVENING SESSION. 

The Speaker took tho chair at 7:30 
o'clock. 

COMMITTEE OF SUPPLY. 

The Houso went into committee of 
supply, Mr. Martin in tho chair. 

On the item " Reduction works (Curiboo). 
$2,700." 

Hox. Mr. Beaven asked for an explana- 
tion. 

Mr. Nakon replied that theso works were 
of great benefit to the Cariboo country. 
While there was not very much doing now 
in the mines, at almost any time tho output 
might increase. 

Tho vote passed, 

Tho voto for timber inspectors, $2,SSS, 
brought up a discussion us to the uppoiut- 
mont of a Government " Bcalor." 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that the Govern- 
ment had not made the appointment last 
year on uceount of tho depression in the 
lumber trudo. 

Mr. HsNTK.it, Mr. Booth and Mr. Keith 
advocated tho appointment of a competent 
scaler. 

Mr. Croft said that in tho State of 
Washington thero were official sculers ap- 
pointed, who charged five cents per M for 
scaling. Ho thought a like provision in 
British Columbia would bo beneficial. 
Tho timber inspector had been instructed 
to act as scaler where necessary. The ser- 
vices of a scaler were only necessary where a 
difference existed between the mill-owner 
and the logger, and thon it was a matter of 
adjustment, and then tho timber inspector 
could be called in. 

Mr. Keith said thero was a good deal of 
dissatisfaction among loggers themselves. 

Messrs. Hunter, Booth and Croft advo- 
cated the appointment of a scaler, who 
would bo a practical man. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven asked what was being 
done by the fruit tree inspector. 

The matter was discussed at some length 
as to the utility of such an officer, and tho 
general tenor of the discussion was to the 
effect that ho could bo of great use, if tho 
duties wero fully performed. 

Mr Semlin volunteered tho information 
that tho groatest fruit tree pest wub the 
small bug. 

A similar debate arose as to the inspector 
of animals. 

As to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, in 
reply to Mr. Beaven, the Provincial Secre- 
tary explained that tho appointment of a 
deputy-commissioner would bo mado this 
year, tho minister acting as commissioner. 
If the work sufficiently developed tho ma- 
chinery would bo increased. 

Under the head of temporary assistance, 
item, $4,000, 

Mr. Grant advocated a Government 
measure looking towards tho superannua- 
tion of civil servants. The Finance Minis- 
ter said such a measure was under consider- 
ation at the present timo and would be 
brought down shortly. The amount of civil 
government salaries voted wus $151,100. 

Under the head of Administration of 
Justice (suluries), 

Mr Kkllif. protested against $3,760 for 
East Kootenuy as being excessive for the 
needs of the district. Tho items, amour t- 
ing to $121,521, were passed with compara- 
tively little discussion. 

Items amounting to $31,000 for legislation 
passed without discussion, except a little 
good-natured chaffing in connection with 
the members' sessional indemnity. 

Tho "Maintenance of Public Institutions" 
called for u remark that the expenses of 
tho printing offico wero running up. Tho 
Premier remarked that it was no wonder 
when members of tho Opposition wero con- 
tinually asking for returns. Tho records 
wero rapidly increasing in volume. Forty- 
four thousand seven hundred und fifty dol- 
lars for hospitals and charities passed with- 
out discussion, also $57,500 for administra- 
tion of juotico other than salaries. 

Items under tho head of $181,055 for edu- 
cation went through with but one objection, 
and that came from Mr. McKenzie. who want- 
ed to know whut the sum of $10,"I5 for tho 
education office was for. Ho compared tho 
cost with that of his own regime, when ho 
did all tho work himself. Tho Minister of 
Education reminded tho member for Nanai- 
mo thut tho " world do move," and that 
tho Bchool muohinory and work had vastly 
increased since that gontloman was superin- 
tendent of education. 

Tho Attorney-General took occasion to 
deny that he had had anything to do with 
decapitating Mr. McKenzie as superinten- 
dent of education, or endeavoring to in- 
fluence tho lato Premier, Hon. Mr. Symthe, 
as charged this afternoon. 

Transport, $5,550; rent, $-18 50; revenue 
services, $11,000, wero put through without 
comment. 

Under public works, tho Vancouver 
court house was especially inquired about. 

Dr. Milne wanted to know what tho 
Vancouver court house would cost when 
completed. 

MR- HUNTER thought the amount an ex- 
traordinary one for so small a place us Van- 
couver. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that $20,000 was 
voted last year und $35,000 this year mado 
$55,000. Tho contract price was about 
$17,000, tho remainder being for furnish-

A DISGRACE TO BOTH NATIONS. 

Opinion of 'Benjamin Hatter worth as to 
Relations Between Canada and the U.S.— 
Opinions of Attorney-General Longley. 

Boston, Mass., March IG. — There was a 
lirgo attendance last night at tho annual 
banquet of the Boston Boot and Shoe club 
at tho Tremont house, when reciprocity be- 
tween the United States and Canada was 
discussed by Attorney-Goneral Longloy, of 
Nova Scotia, Hon. Benjamin Buttorworth, 
of Ohio, and Henry M. Whitney, of Boston. 

Mr. Longley was tho first speaker. Ho 
Baid that if tho treaty of 1854 had continued 
the volumo of trade between tho two coun- 
tries would now bo enormous. Canada was 
ready for a large measuro of reciprocity, 
hut, while Boston was equally cordial, tho 
United States in general was indifferent. 
Ho declared that newspaper stories thut 
Canadians were looking to a political union 
were all nonsense. Tho matter had never 
been seriously considered. Ono thing they 
could bo sure of was that Canada had suffi- 
cient self-respect to deal in a square and 
proper manner with tho mother country. 

If a political union with the states wus 
over to bo considered it would only bo after 
England had been consulted and her inter- 
ests fully conBidered. He appealed to 
them to cultivato broad views, to regard 
Canada to bo . a neighbor to bo respected, 
and to foster just and liberal ideus. Ho de- 
clared that Mr. Whitney did more by his 
recent business enterprises in regard to conl 
to stir up an intelligent interest in Nova 
Scotia than all that had boon written and 
spoken on tho subject during tho past five 
yearB. Ho said the Government of Nova 
Scotia had a good titlo to tho best of the 
bargain with Mr. Whitney, but he had 
made a splendid bargain with the coal own- 
era, and his entorpriso would be a new birth 
to New England enterprise. 

Hon. Benjamin Butterworth said he 
wished to statu distinctly, as a Republican 
and a lifo-long protectionist, that tho pre- 
sent trade relations between tho United 
States and Canada uro a disgrace to both 
nations and at wur with the enlightenment 
and civilization of tho ugo. How the better 
condition will come, when it will come, 
must he left to the controlling influence of 
events. It must come along tho highway 
of peace and as a result of u conviction 
among tho peoplo thut their highest good 
demands it. 

Henry M. Whitney also Bpoko at consid- 
erable length.

1890-1 sung in concert in New York with 
Beidl, Thomas and Gilmore.

At the end of*19 weeks she left, owing to a 
disagreement with Mrs. Carter, the star of 
the organization, and has since been inNew 
York, where she is devoting her time to 
concert singing and the study of music. 

Miss Bertini is a thorough musician and 
has a repertory of 30 operas, to which she 
is constantly adding. She Likes the French 
composers best, and of them all Grieg Is 
her prime favorite. She is a great admirer 
of Ouse and says she cannot conceive how 
any ono can improve upon the great Ital- 
ian's acting. Miss Bertini Is a highly intel- 
lectual and exceedingly pretty young lady.

THE ILEAL PROPERTY ACT. 

Land Ajrentn Meet to Discuss the Proposed New 
Measure- A Postponement Asked For. 

A largely attended meeting of the real 
estate agents of the city was held last) night 
at the otiiceB of Mr. E. M. Johnson, for the 
purpoee of considering tho bill respecting 
real property introducodacouple of days ago 
in the local legislature by tho Hon. Premier. 

Mr, wT. li. Pombertou was called to the 
chair and in opening tho proceedinga, ex- 
plained that tlio object was to take action 
on the hill known as the Real Property Act, 
recently introduced. It was a bill 
intended to amend tho present Regis- 
tration Act, which had given 
bo much satitfaotion, and with which real 
estate men had no fault to find. Looking 
over tho proposed now act, he found it em- 
braced some 58 pages, and as far as he 
could understand, it was a lawyer's bill. 
It appeared to be designed to give more 
work to lawyers and to exclude real estato 
men' from access to tho registry office. The 
act as it at present stood, was, he (Mr. 
Pemberton) thought, simple and workable, 
and was one which could bo easily interpret- 
ed without legal assistance. He hoped the 
bill would bo postponed until next session ; 
it would give real estato men an opportunity 
of looking into it. 

Mr. E. M. Johnson criticised the pro- 
posed bill severely. He argued that 
the present property system was 
such as to pivo satisfaction and 
to simplify real estate transactions. 

"If this measure is allowed to pass," 
said Mr. Johnson, "we real estato men 
may as well shut up shop, or take in a 
young lawyer with us." Ho concluded by 
moving that steps bo taken to havo the bill 
deferred * until next session, so as to give 
those interested an opportunity of compar- 
ing it with tho Manitoba Act, on which it 
was purported to havo been founded. 

Mr. Heiaterman seconded tho motion, 
and argued in its favor. 

Mr. Dalby moved in amendment that a 
committeo bo appointed to confer with 
Hon. Theodore Davio on the subject. 

This was seconded by Mr. Tolmie, but on 
being put to a vote was lost, and the 
original motion carried. 

On motion of Mr. Ballantyne it was de- 
cided to invoke the assistance of the real 
estate men of Vancouver, New Westminater 
and Nanaimo in tho matter. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman con- 
cluded the.proceedings.

Tliex- Will Form a Moat Imposing aucl 
Very Handsome Pile of 
Buildings. 

Visitors to the Legislative Assembly 
yesterday found in tho lobby something 
which interested the majority, if not all, 
quite as much as tho words of the 
honorablo gentlemen on tho floor of tho 
House. This special attraction had a con- 
spicuous placo upon the walk ahd was no- 
thing more nor less than the five elevations 
of tho new parliament buildings that are to 
be. Tho final choieo was announcod yester- 
day morning, and British Columbians will 
learn with pleasuro and pardonable pride 
that the choice of such eminent men in the 
profession as Mr. A. T. Taylor, of Montreal, 
and Mr. S. G. Curry, of Toronto, haa fallen 
upon a British Columbian— Mr. F. M. Rat- 
tenbury, of Vancouver. 

It will be remembered that 07 designs 
were originally submitted, from all the chief 
cities of tho United States and Canada, and 
from these the experts selected the live seta 
which, in their opinion, were most suitable, 
the authors being allowed six months to 
elaborate their work. In pursuance^ of the 
conditions of tho second competition for 
flnul selection, Messrs. Taylor and Curry, 
tho experts, went thoroughly into the 
various plans, examining and analysing 
them under tho several heads of entrances, 
stuircases and passages, design and com- 
position, light and air, lavatories, construc- 
tion, detail, heating, ventilation and drain- 
age — tho principal heads on which the 
award was based. Tho result of tho labors 
of tho experts was embodied in a report in 
which the designs were placed in the follow 
ing order of merit : 

1 — " For our Queen and Province." 

2 — " Spes Labor Lovis." 
.'!— " Caractacus." 

4— " A Red Seal." 

5— " Dieu et Mon Droit." 

When the envelopes containing tho key 
to tho iwtns de plunn: wore opened the 
names of tho competing architects were 
found to bo : — 

No. 1 — F. M. Kattenbury, Vancouver. 

No. 'J— T. C. Sorby, Victoria. 

No. IS— F. M. Garden, Chicago. 

No. 4— J. M. Corner, Boston, and \V. P. 
Skillings, Seattle. 

No. 5— J. Francis Brown, Toronto. 

Mr. Rattenbury was notified of his suc- 
cess by wire and came to the Capital by 
lust night's Islander. Ho is uatnrally 
elated at his bucccss, of which a much older 
man in the profession might well bo proud. 
Those who wcro less fortunate in tho com- 
petition, however, have only words of 
praise and commendation for the courtesy, 
justness and skill brought to bear in making 
the award. That the latter was a wise ono 
all will admit who have had tho opportunity 
of carefully examining tho successful plans. 
The leading principles of the design it is 
proposed to here describe ; when executed 
the buildings will bo among the most beuu- 
tiful on this side of the continent. 

Tho plan or arrangement of tho 
departments iB one of the most im- 
portant features in large public buildings, 
and in this respect especially tho plans aro 
excellent. Broadly, tho buildings aro ar- 
ranged in three groups — the centre or prin- 
cipal building comprising six departments 
so arranged that, whilst each of tho three 
wings will bo a perfect and complete build- 
ing that can be erected independently of tho 
otheis, they will when completed form a 
monumental and impressive pile. Tho 
grand entrance in the csntre of the facade 
leads into a central octagon hall, termin- 
ating in a nobly proportioned dome. From 
this octagon hall on the ground floor the 
Minister of Education's department is ap- 
proached on tho left; the Treasury on tho 
right, and the Lands and Works depart- 
ment in front. On the first floor the same 
arrangement is repeated with the Provincial 
Secretary's department on the left, the 
Attorney-General's department on the 
tight, and the Legislative hall and olfices in 
the centre. Thus from this ono hall U 
every department immediately approached, 
all confusiou or perplexity being entirely 
obviated. And while each department 
thus forms part of ono ctntral scheme, it 
has nevertheless its own independent en- 
trance, staircases, strong rooms and lava- 
tories, rendering it a perfectly contained 
and independent block. 

Tho grand entrance iB a handsome en- 
riched portal, approached by a grand flight 
of steps. Through this the visitor enters 
the dome, which ultimately may bo en- 
riched by sculpture, mosaics and 
decoration. A flood of light is shed 
down from tho cupola at the apex, 
as in its great prototypes, tho Pantheon at 
Rome, or St. Paul's Cathedral in London. 
Beautiful vistas along tho corridors and 
arcaded stairc.ises can he obtained on three 
aides of this hall. On special occasiona the 
entrance can bo reserved solely for the 
legislative hall, forming a magnificent und 
uni(|Uo approach to it, tho departments on 
either side having their own special en- 
trance as before described. The legislative 
hall ia situated in tho centre of the block 
and has a corridor round it with a belt of 
rooms for tho uso of the ministers and 
members, committee rooms, library, etc. 

The hall itself is a spaciotiB and beautiful 
room. On threo aides an arcade is carried 
round, with galleries for tho public, ladies 
and reporters obtained over tho corridor. 
Tho acoustic properties of tho hall aro ex- 
cellent. 

On tho third floor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor has a Biiite of rooms in the front, 
facing over James Bay and approached by 
the elevators next the principal entrance. 

A unique and ingenious method for pro- 
tecting tho building from fire ia adopted. 
At the approach to tho threo departments 
on each floor from the central hall, a system 
of iron doors or bulkheads is arruiiged, so 
that in case a fire might occur it can bo iso- 
lated to one wing and controlled, 
without thero being any possibility 
of its spreading. Tho heating" und venti- 
lation aro also carefully considered and, 
while tho priuciplo involved is simplicity 
itself, there ib no doubt that it would be 
effective and satisfactory. A complete sep- 
arate plan shows also tho sanitary arrange- 
ments. In this as in all other respects the 
building would be a model. 

This is the principal block. Two others, 
perfectly fireproof, one on each sido, aro ar- 
ranged for tho Lund Registry oliico, on tho 
right, and tho Government Printing office, 
on the left. Tho buildings are designed on 
classic principles, with the solidity und 
majesty inherent in thia style; at the same 
timu Blavisli adherence to precedent is 
avoided, and an original und bold detailing 
of tho various parts gives the building u 
character and beauty entirely novel and ap- 
propriute, 

' The centre part of tho group as it will 
rise up when viewed from Jamos Bay, is u 
splendid piece of designing. The grand 



entrance with two small towers on 
each side, and behind them the great 
duno soaring into the skieB. Tho end 
of each wing is terminated by a pavilion, 
the wall between being treated as an ar- 
cade. The contrast of tho openings with 
tho piers gives a relief and scale to tho do- 
s'gn which is marvellously effective. The 
two detached buildings at either side stand 
somowhat in advanco of tho principal 
building— looking on the plan somewhat 
like the threo sides of a square. These are 
connected to tho main structure by a colon- 
nado of columns, forming a covered ap- 
proach or poroh from one to tho other. 

To further enhance tho dignity of the 
structure, insteal of excavating for the 
basement it is proposed to raiso the lovel of 
the ground, forming a torraco, with the 
carriago drivo around it. 

Tho grounds aro Bhown laid out with tho 
walks and fountains all combining to add to 
tho general appearance, whilo the beautiful 
silver-grey Bandstono with which it 
is proposed to erect tho build- 
ing will stand out liko marble 
among the green lawns and foliago which 
surround it. This, together with the 
glorious foreground of James Bay, will pro- 
duuo a tont ensemble rarely, if over, equalled 
in tho capitols of any country. 

In these buildings it iB intended to uso 
only tho materials of British Columbia as 
far as possible. Tho sandstone, granite and 
marble, which abound in the Province, for 
tho walls ; and tho cedar, maplo and oak 
for the interior furnishings. Tho roof will 
be of slate and tho dome of copper. , The 
buildings will afford u striking example of 
wdiut Canadian materials, combined with 
Canadian skill, can effect. 

A short history of Mr. Rattenbury'a 
career will probably be of interest. When 
ho began the profession of architecture ho 
entered the oliico of his uncle, Richard 
Mawson — tho firm being the well-known ono 
of Lockwood Sc Mawson, of Bradford, Eng- 
land. This firm waa one of seven chosen out 
of all England to compete for tho great Law 
Courts in London, and they it was who 
built tho grand town hall of Bradford and 
most of tho other great public buildings of 
the town. They built tho whole of the 
model town of Saltaire — churches, mills, 
universities and markets. On many of 
thoso Mr. Rattenbury worked, after having 
served his articles for six years, gaining 
great practical experience from them. 
| JIn 1SS5, Mr. Rattenbury carried off the 
first pri/.o of the Bradford Society of Archi- 
tects for Designing und Construction, and 
subsequently, in conjunction with his uncle, 
Richard Mawson, competed for the town 
hall at Cleckheaton — his design for which 
was accepted at the Royal Aoidemy, Lon- 
don. Afterwards he competed for a church 
at Hull and u club at Bradford; theao build- 
ings, us well ua many others of his deaigns, 
were erected under his supervision. 

In the recent competition for great muni- 
cipal buildings to cost $.">00,000 at Oxford, 
England, his design was highly recom- 
mended by the Assessor, Mr. Collcutt, tho 
architect for the Imperial Institute. In 
this competition there were 130 competitors, 
including tho ablest architects of England. 
Mr. Rattenbury, in order to become thor- 
oughly acquainted with every improvement 
in this class of building, carefully studied 
all the best buildings of tho kind which 
havo been ereoted and, subsequently travel- 
led extensively in Europe, sketching und 
studying tho most famous examples of an- 
cient and modern architecture. 

Last year, having heard of tho wonderful 
progress which this Province was making, 
ho determined to come here, and arrived on 
May 129, 1892. Charmed with tho sur- 
roundings, and impressed by tho rapid 
strides of progress which wcro ahown on all 
sides, ho established himself in his profes- 
sion at Vancouver, where he soon acquired 
a considerable practice, whilo he has mado 
designs for many large blocks and buildings 
in various parts of tho Province, which aro 
to bo erected during the coming year. 

Tho competition for tho Government 
buildings afforded him an opportunity of 
showing the knowledge and skill which he 
had acquired, particularly in this class of 
building, and against great odds.

Annual Sleeting in the Metropolitan Methodist 
Church— Encouraging Reports of 
the Good Work. 

The annual meeting of the Bible Society 
was held last, evening in the First Metho- 
dist Church, Dr. Milne, M.P.P., presiding.

$325 had b en sent oi t> Toronto last year, 
and §26 to China. During tho present year 
$45.85 hud been collected in St. John's 
church and handed over to tho treasurer; 
S:r>.70 in the First Presbyterian Church; 
$43.60 in the Reformed Episcopal, and $5 
given by "A Steadfast Friend." Six 
churches aro yet to bo heard from. 

There were muuy excellent speeches dur- 
ing tho evening, Rev. Dr. Campbell 
speaking of tho operations of tho society in 
Victoria, and Mr. Brown, M. P. P., telling 
of the good work done in New Westminster 
and district.
